The 
inroad that local option is making, es- 
pecially in the south, was thoroughly 
discussed and it was decided that 
some action would have to be taken.

The report of the City Attorney shows 


the cases pending airajn^t the city and aUo 
those disposed of during the year 1000. 
It will be observed that two of the most 
important suits in which the city is in- 
volved are due to causes and conditions 
that existed prior to the incomiog of the 
present administration, viz: 
The danuce 
suits due to an accident at the Clinton 
Street Bridge by which onr person was 
killed and ahothjsr severely injured, owing 
to an alleged' defective condition of the 
bridge in 1005, at the time the accident 
occurred, and the suit instituted against 
the Fort Wayne Gas Company to restrain 
the company from using tbe Natural Gas 
mains without an agreed price for gas. 
One of the bridge oases has been com- 
promised and disposed of after a judgment 
had been rendered against the city In tho 
Adams County Court for ?5,000.00. 
The 


other bridge case is still pending on appeal. 
I do not think it wise for the city to read- 
ily compromise doubtful claims for dam- 
ages. Such a policy will only result in en- 
conrngig.c: the bringing of such suit?. 
The 


legal business of the ciry has been handled 
in a careful and successful manner. 


Department 
of Public Wor^s. 


The report of the 
Board 
of 
Public 
Works serves to esbibit: tfre many respon- 
sibilities nnd duties impost*! upon it by 
law, and the great extent and importance 
of .the. work that is performed by it each 
year. I can safely say that the duties •de- 
volving on tbi$ important department of 
the city government, are so extensive and" 
rnried as to require the constant personal 
Httention of each member every day in the 
year. 
The duty of managing the "Water 


"Works System is n new burden imposed on 
this department o^iog to n recent change 
In the law, and while great and lasting Im- 
provements have been made in the "Water 
"Works during the past year under their di- 
rection, it did not prevent the Board from 
giving due attention to other lines of pub- 
lic work, as an examination of their re- 
port wjli show. 


Water Works. 


Early in 1005, soon after the Board as- 


sumed control of the Water .Works, the 
condition of the Reservoir hecam*> a matter 
of 
serious 
concern. 
An 
examination 


showed that any sch< ne of repair along 
tho lines upon which ir was originally con~- 
prructed was entirely out of the question, 
and that a new reservoir would bnve to 
be designed nnd constructed in a manner 
tbat would successfully overcome the de- 
fects that caused failure of the old one. 
Tills I believe h:is been accomplished by 
making the new basin of he-ivy concrete 
construction, re-enforced by deep girders 
and buttresses the whole securely bonded 
together by a system of heavy steel bars 
so placed as to be capable of resisting 
any st-resses ro which tho structure will 
ever be subject to. 
The new Reservoir 


will have a capacity of »,000.ooo gallons. 
Before beginning the construction of the 
new Reservoir it wns found advisable and 
ev^n necessary to increase the. water sup- 
ply and pumping facilities so as To Insure 
adequate prossuYe for fire protection as 
well as domestic service during the time 
the- reservoir was undergoing construction. 
Xn time was lost by the Board In under- 
taking this work. 
A trsr well was put 


down on the Rnado farm, south of the 
city, which proved to be a gusher. A vast 
volume of pure, cold water poured out of 
tho well with such force that it was with 
difficulty that tho well was controlled. 
Additional wells were put down with Hke 
result. 
Land was purchased, a station 


building erected, pumping machinery se- 
cured, an extensive system of supply pipe 
for delivejjnc the water. laid down, nnrt 
before the end of the year the n*»^" supply 
Ktatioji was !n successful operation deliv- 
ering from two to two and n hnlf million 
gallons of water dally to the gr*»at satis- 
frrrtlon of the people living in the south- 
ern part of the city.

Street Cleaning. 
There are forty miles of paved streets 


in the city to clean and keep clean. To 
clean this extensive surface Is no easy 
task. During the summer and fall months, 
and a'so- in the laie spring, the condition 
of our paved streets as *o cleanliness chal- 
lenges criticism. 
This is especially true* 


as to the residence streets, and when the 
limited amount of money available for 
and expended on this work Is taken into 
account, the results are highly creditable. 
During: the winter season street cleaning 
operations are practically at a standstill, 
A sudden freeze or a fall of snow puts an 
end to work along this line. It does not, 
however, pur an end to the accumulation 
of dirt which goes on from hour to hour 
and day to day. 
When a change in the 


weather removes the snow and ice,, there 
is disclosed an offensive deposit of filth 
on the pavement, which attracts attention, 
and the critics exclaim, "look at the con- 
dition of the streets." 
"Wh^n It Is under- 


stood that It takes not hours or days, but 
we^ks of continuous work with aU ih« 
force of men and implements that the city 
cnn command to remove the accumulated 
dirt from the streets In spring time. !t 
will be seen how unrasonable It Is to es- 
peet thar this work can be done during a 
few days nf fair weather.

TUIs Department has been managed In a 


most satisfactory nnd excellent manner 
during the year.

by the citv for their services. Under the 
circumstances the Inspiring motive of our 
Park Board must be "Civic Pride," and 
their only reward a sense of public appre- 
ciation of their work.

which they are entitled to due credit, as 
weli as the thanks of the citizens. 
Effort?, 


hnve been put forth by them to secure 
park facilities for the people of the south- 
eastern part of the city by acquiring by 
purrhnpp or condemnation proceedings, a 
•beautifully wooded tract of land situated 
on South Hanna Street of some sixteen 
acres in extent. 
In this they have not 


yet been successful on account, of the own- 
ers refusing to accept the amount offered 
for the property. 
A proposition has also 


been made by the Forest Park Land Com- 
pany, and Lakeside Land Company to pell 
to the city a tract of land, SOHIP 22 acres 
in extent/ for park purposes In the vicin- 
ity of and including Delta Lake. The land 
is* worth considerable more at present Tat- 
ties of real estate In that locality than that 
which is asked. A lew rears ago the city 
had an opportunity to acquire the laud 
across the river from Swinney Park, and 
by connecting the same with fl bridge, 
would hnve added greatly to the extent 
and value of Swinney Park. The matter 
was neglected, however, and the land has 
since been sold for a much greater sura 
than it would have cost the city at the 
time. 


T trust the Council will give these mat- 
tres dun consideration, and will 
provide 


ways and means for increasing the park 
facilities of the city. The report of the 
Park Board will show the work accom- 
plished In this department during the year 
1906. Elevation of Railroad Tracks. 


The Question of eliminating .the danger- 


ous grade crossings at Calhoun street and 
other streets leading to the South Side, 
lias long been a matter of vital interest to 
the people of the rity and especially to 
those who reside on the South Side. 
It 
has come to be the concensus of opinion 
that the only way that this Improvement 
cnii be successfully and satisfactorily ac- 
complished is by a" proper elevation of the 
railroad tracks, and the construction of 
subways beneath them. The main difficulty 
heretofore has been to arrive at a satisfac- 
tory understanding with the Railroad Com- 
panies as to the extent the tracks shall be 
elevated, and equitable division of the cost 
of the work between the Railroad Compan- 
ies, tho City and the Traction Company. I 
am pleased to state, however, that I be- 
lieve those difficulties hnve been overcome 
and thfu if no unforseen obstacle arrives, 
work on this improvement will be begun 
within a short time. " 
The Gas Question. 


In regard to this question, I wish to 


state that every effort has be^n made hy 
the Bonrd of Public Works, the City At- 
torney and myself to come to some satis- 
factory understanding with the representa- 
tives of the Oas Company, whereby a gen- 
eral distribution of gas may he had on 
terms that would be fair and satisfactory 
to the majority of the people, and that 
wAiitfl be a recognition In some slight de- 
gree at least on the pan of the Company 
of the conditions and obligations of its 
contract with the city. 
I am forced to 


the conclusion, however-, that all the white 
the negotiations were going on. there was 
an entire Irtok of good faith and sincerity 
on the pan of the company's representa- 
tives. 
The public as well as ourselves 
were led. to believe that If a rate of 85 
cents per thousand feet were conceded on 
*n ten year agreement, it would be accept- 
able to the Company^ Subsequent develop- 
ments, however, showed that this proposi- 
tion was a mere pretense, and if acceded 
to, would only be used as a basis for fur- 


ther demand?. The fact of tbe mainer Is 
the •Cmnpftny &a$ never abandoned the idea 
of obtain IDE a Collar rate for Its ga$, asd 
also^io' convert to its use the extensive 
'system of Xatural Gas mains for supplying- 
artificial gas at that rate, notwithstanding 
ihe contract with the city under which per- 
mission was granted. To lay those mains 
provides thai It used for artificial gas li 
must be sold for 25 cents per thousand. 
The law gives the c!ty no right or power 
to fix or regulate the price of gas (at a 
r^asoflable rat* or o{&*rtri*** exoept by 
contract. To permit the Company to oc- 
cupy the Natural Gas System of pipe with- 
out any contract with the city in regard 
10 prio**. would be equivalent to giving the 
Company the right to charge what it 
pleased. 
Hence we have insisted that if 
they want to use the natural gas pipe 
system for supplying artificial gas. It rnusi 
be 
under contract 
conditions now ex- 
isting or else on terms that will *%e reason- 
able and satisfactory, and that those terms 
most be stipulated in a written contract 
wiih the city. As evidence of our readi- 
ness to make concessions In order that 
litigation might be avoided, as well as de- 
lay in the people getting the benefit of a 
fuel gas service, we proposed to give The 
Company the right to charge $1.00 ner 
KMX) for Illuminating purposes, 
provided 


they would consent to a rate of either TO 
or T5 cents, according to the length of time 
the agreement would run, of gas for cook- 
ing and fuel purposes- 
This proposition, 


however, was rejected on the plea that the 
company waned a uniform rate for gas. 
This contention surprised us In view of 
the fact that nearly all JTRS companies offer 
and supply gas for cooking and heating 
purposes at lower rates than Is charged 
for lighting, nnd led TO the conviction that 
what the Company wanted was not a uni- 
form price for gas, bur a sufficiently high 
one tn enable the company to practice dis- 
crimination 
by 
charging 
the 
small 


and 
numerous 
consumers 
the 
high 


price 
for 
both 
lighting 
and 
cook- 


ing, and thus enable the company to 
discriminate in the interest of targe or 
favored ones. "We then proposed a unjform 
rare of SO cents per 1000 on a ten year 
contract, and finally an S3 cents rate for 
five years and an"80 cent rate for five 
years on a ten year agreement. The an- 
swer to all those iiboral proposition was 
the filing of a suit in the Federal Court ID 
behnif of the Company's bondholders, re- 
quiring the city to show cause why the 
city should not be perpetually enjoined 
from any interference with the receiver 
digging up the streets, laying additional 
pipe connecting up the natural gas pipe 
system, 
and 
supplying 
artificial 
gas 


through the same for an indefinite time 
at the rate of ?1.00 per thousand. The 
mask is thus thrown off, and the fact dis- 
closed that the people behind this suit 
hope to secure through the agency of the 
Federal Courts rights and privileges they 
know they can never hope to honestly se- 
cure from either tae present or any future 
administration in this city. 
That a one 


dollar rate- for gas is an unreasonable and 
unwarrantable rate in this city under the 
conditions that exist here, can be readily 
and conclusively proved for two reasons 
that are well 
known. 
First: 
Several 


years ago when the company possessed but 
a few hundred consumers and little pros- 
pect or possibility of greatly Increasing its 
patronage, and when it was producing gas 
by means of an antiquated, obsolte and 
highly expensive generating plant It volun- 
tarily reduced its price for gas which was 
used mainly for illuminating purposes, to 
one dollar per thousand. 
Today with the 


field of patronage cleared from natural gas 
competitiOD and thousands of prospective 
consumers ready to take gas not only for 
lighting, but for 
heating, 
cooking and 


power purposes as well, and possessing 
a modern and highly efficient and econom- 
ical producing plant of great capacity, It 
still wants to maintain that rate not only 
for light but for all other purposes as 
well. 
The second reason is that In every 


Instance In recent years where a contro- 
versy and dispute has arisen between gas 
companies and cities as to the price of gas, 
It has been proved conclusively after the 
most pxhaustlve inquiry and the testimony 
of expert^ both for and against gas com- 
panies t':<u t? 
1** best quality of gas is and 


ca.^ b1: mad? an*l distributed at a cost of 
fifty cents per tho-isand, aud that an In- 
ferior quality of ga? can he made for very 
much less. 
One result of establishing a 


dollar rate .'or gay in this city, and It Is 
very likely *n.e Inspiring motive behind 
those who Instituted this suit. It would 
add value to the two millions of gold 
bricks, known as six per cent mortgage 
bonds, issued to a confiding public dur- 
ing the era of natural gas and enable th? 
present holders of these bonds to enrich 
themselves out of the tribute 
collected 


from the users of artificial gas. 
Another 


effect would be the facility it would afford 
to the reorganized gas company to repeat 
the same operation and thus forstall every 
atempt to get a reduction in the price o*f 
gas for the future on the plausible pre- 
tense tbat a reduction of rates and revenue 
would entail an unjust toss and sacrifice on 
the part of the Investor In the gas com- 
pany's spcurities. 
In concluding this sub- 
ject T will advise you that the city has 
answered this demand ID court, and that 
it will contest the matter to the court of 
last resort, should It be necessary to do so. 


Law tnforcement. 
Another subject I desire to say .1 few 


words upon before I close, is the" subject 
of "Law Enforcement." 
There appears to 
be a more or less widespread demand that 
the laws shall be more strictly, rigorouslj 
and effectively enforced. Some of the peo- 
ple who use that phrase probablv mean all 
laws, while others evidently mean onlv 
the laws that relate TO the retail traffic 
la liquor? 
Well, In answer to that de- 


mand saloons have been closed at eleven 
o'clock and night nnd on Sunday. 
Liquor 
dealers who violate the law have been ar- 
rested and brought In court by the police, 
aud an effort made to secure in greater de- 
gree the results contemplated' by those 
laws, namely, good order aud sobriety In 
the community. The people who Interest 
themselves in this matter seem to be more 
concerned about appearances than results. 
That is if the screens are down and noth- 
ing doing in the saloons, they are satisfied, 
and the fact that drunkenness and dis- 
order may prevail does not give them much 
concern, 
I am also inclined to the opinion 
that should a more general and rigorous 
enforcement of all laws be put into effect 
some of those people would be found de- 
fending: and upholding one set of law 
breakers with as much zeal as they now 
manifest in pursuing and 
punishing an- 


other set. 
However, that may be it must 


be manifest to all that if a sane nnd rea- 
sonable enforcement of all laws will not 
suffice, there Is no other resource left but 
on&—enforcement of laws in a manner that 
Is neither" sane or reasonable. 


In conclusion I wish 
to express my 


thanks and appreciation towards all the 
officers and employes of the city In the 
different departments 
for 
the 
faithful 


manner 
In which th^y have 
performed 


their various duties, and also to thank the 
members of the council for rhe loy.il sup- 
port you have given and the efficient man- 
ner in which you have aided in disposing 
of the many difficult matters that have 
come before you.

Creamed Pink Toast—Heat three tables- 


spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan. "When 
it bubbles, add three tablespoonfuls of 
flour mixed with one-half teaspoon of salt 
and stir in gradually one and one-half 
cups of stewed and strained tomatoes in 
•which one-fourth teaspoon soda has been 
dissolved. 
Add one-half 
cup 
scalded 
milk and pour over six large slices of 
nicely browned toast. 


Parker Htfuse Rolls—Dissolve one cake 


of yeast in one-half cup tepid water. 
Scald a pint of milk and stir into it two 
tablespoonfuls 
of butter, the same of. 
sugar and one teaspoonful of salt. Wh»u 
this mixture is cold pour It upon a pint 
of flour which has been sifted twice. 
Add the half-cup of yeast water and 
knead well .for ten minutes. 
Set to rise 
in a covered bowl. 
"When it has gained 
twice its bulk knead again, shape into 
rolls and let rise for an hour, or until 
very light. 
Cut half across each roll, 
wash ono side of the incision -with but- 
ter and press the other against it. 
Set 


in a floured pan. taking care they do 
not touch one another, and bake covered 
for ten minutes. 
Then uncover 
and 
brown. 
This is a very good recipe, and 


rolls are nice the day after baking. 


Creamed Potato Salad—Boil eight med- 


iumTSized potatoes. 
"When thoroughly 
done drain and -place on back of stove to 
steam dry. When dry and still hot 
mash them through a colander and then 
cream them with one-half teaspoonful 
of mustard worked into one raw egg, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, two of cream 
and two of milk. 
When this is mixed 
thoroughly add nearly one-half cup of 
pickle vinegar and one-half teaspoon of 
salt and beat until frothy as ice cream. 
Pile roughly and lightly in a chilled dish 
and garnish with slices of two hard- 
cooked eggs, a very little parsley and 
two finely minced pickles, with one tiny 
onion. 


Light Egg Dumplings—Beat in ft bowl 
two eggs; add five heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of flour. Mix well until smooth and 
then add a generous pinch of salt and 
nutmeg and enough milk to make con- 
sistency of a pancake batter. 
Place 


pieces of butter the size of a large wal- 
nut in a spider. 
Heat -well and pour 
in the batter. 
Move from sides of pan 


•with a fork as one does scrambled eggs 
when cooking. 
When it has just turned 
from the liquid stats take from fire at 
once and bring your soup to a boil, drop- 
ping the mixture Into it by small spoon- 
fuls. 
Let cook a. minute or two. 
The 
particles of- batter which will cling to the 
bowl in which it has been made should be 
mixed -with water to the consistency of 
cream and added to the soup to give tho 
required thickening. 


Breaded Lamb Chops—Carefully 
trim 
six chops, sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
dip in melted butter and let it cool on 
th'em. 
Have ready two -well-beaten egg 
yolks: dip the chops in this and sprinkle 
thickly with finely grated bread crumbs. 
Broil over a clear 
fire. 
Place on hot 
plktter, dot with butter, sprinkle with on? 
teaspoonful each of lemon juice and salt 
and a good dash of pepper; garnish with 
the slices of lemon and curled parsley. 
Snowballs With Raspberry Sauce—Com- 


bine as in mixing cake one-half cup but- 
ter, one cupful sugar, one-half cup milk, 
two cupfuls flour, ons level tablespoon- 
ful baking powder and the -whites of 
three large eggs. 
Half quantity 
suffi- 
cient for five snowballs. 
Half fill -weil- 
buttered molds and steam about half an 
hour. 
Turn out, roll in powdered sugur 


and serve with: 
Raspberry Sauce—Cream together one- 
third cup butter, one scant cup powdered 
sugar; add juice of half a lemon and one 
large cup of crushed raspberries.
